Central Site. 


LE48 E ALREADY SIGNED 


StruetUTe Will Be Ready tor Cannon 
& Adam to Occapy By Jan- 
nary 1st, Next, 


As anticipated in the D e m oc r at 
of Monday , July 28 , a contract was 
last night signed by Mr. Newton 
Cannon, of the firm of Cannon & 
Adam, who on September ist will 
succeed the Cannon Dry Goods 
Co. here, with Charles E. A n­ 
drews, of Boonville, for the erec­ 
tion of a modern, up-to-date brick 
and steel business building on the 
old Grand Central site.
